Ruest ts to be hanged on July 
24th for his part in a plot with J.

Pitre to timebomb a plane to get

The watchmaker made the time 
bomb and the airliner crashed, 
carrying 23 persons to their death. 
|The case has been lingering for 
| three years. 

Guay has already paid the death 
penalty for the crime and Mrs. Pitre 
| --who is Ruest’s sister -is scheduled 
to die October 17th. The woman 
who carried the bomb to the plane 
lost an appeal for retrial, but Sim- 
ard is trying to get the Supreme 
Court to intervene.

Convicted Of 
Thefts Of 
Sundry Parts | 


When Ed. Duggan, Lindsay used | 
car dealer, stopped a man whom he | 
alleged was searching cars on his 
lot, the consequent arrest resulted 
in a Blackwater man being con- 
| victed of thefts from two other used 
car lots in town. The 30-year-old 
j accused, a former Lindsay man, was 
| sentenced to 75 days on two charges 
of theft involying tires and wheels | 
| and was fined $10 and costs for the 
theft of two thermostats from Ed 
Duggan, the original charge. | 

The accused was arraigned in the 
Lindsay police court to be charged 
| with the theft of the two thermo- 
stats and pleaded guilty to this 
| cherge. He was represented by 
| David Thomson, Lindsay attorney. 
Mr. Duggan told the Court that 
he bad visited his lot on William 
Street N. about 1 a.m, on June 22nd 
to turn the floodlights off for the 
|remainder of the night when he 
|saw @ man entering his car lot on 
| foot from the rear of Carew’s Lum- 
| ber office. He watched, he told the 
| Court, the accused go through three 
| velficles and finally put something 
in his pocket. Mr. Duggan identified 
| the two thermostats as coming from

Magistrate E. A. Gee imposed a

St. Margaret’s, Kirkfield 


Many people in this district have 
heard of Margaret's School at 
Kirkfield but how many have ever 
taken time out to visit it? Those 
who have must have been impress- 
ed with what they saw and those 
who haye not would be agreeably 
surprised at its structure and beau- 
tiful surroundings. | 

St. Margaret's is situated ‘n the 
heart of this lovely village which 
is roughly 30 miles from Lindsay. 
It stands amid stately Norway pine 
trees, estimated by some to be 2 
century old. These lovely trees are 
believed to have been :mported from 
Norway by the original owner of 
the property and haye grown to 
immense proportions, their grace- 
ful bows drooping to the ground 
and their tops reaching ever sky- 
ward. The building which houses 
| St. Margaret's School was once the 
| home of Sir William and Leary Mr- 
| Kenzie and the buildings and ex- 
| tensive grounds were donated to the 
| Sisters of St. Josephs Community 
|} by their son, Joseph, in 1929. 
| Rey. Sister Edwina, the Sis:er 
| Superior or Principal of the school, 
is very considerate to visitors and 
| since this call was mude during the 
recreation hour, sae kindly gave 
| of her free time to teke the Wi-l- 
}er on a tour of the grounds which 
| proved most interesting. 
| Before leaving the school. 
ter Edwina led the way to the} 
school’s chapel which is -‘ocated 
just across the hall from: the re=ep-

| shrine is carefully tended and bor-| 
dered with attractively arranged 
flower beds. The Shrine of the Lit- 
tle Flower is particularly beautiful 
and viewed in the light of the eb- 
bing day appeared almost life-like.

| exquisite setting is the Shrine 
| Our Lady. It stands at the end of 
a long, well-mown lawn, flanked on

They Figure They 
Can Afford To Wait 


Leamington, June 30—(BUP) — 
Essex County potato growers are 
faced with the problem of whether 
to sell their spuds now or later. 

If they sell now, they'll get five 
dollars and 25 cents for a 100-pound 
bag, with the yield about 90 to 100 
bags per acre. 

Waiting will mean the potatoes 
will be bigger and there will be 200 
to 250 bags per acre. 

Some growers feel that potatoes 
will be in short supply until the 
fall crop is ready for market and 
they can afford to wait until the 
yield is bigger. 

A lack of rain has cut the yield 
jn Essex County this year.

Dad Locked Up 
Mother At Bingo 
Fire Kills Babes 


Sudbury June 26 (BUP) --Two 
babies are dead this morning fol- 
lowing a fire that swept their home 
last night while their mother played 
bingo and their father was in jail 
at Sudbury, Ontario. 

Police say that they are consider- 
ing charges of criminal negligence 
against Mrs. Germain Clement -42- 
year-old mother of 12 children. 

The fire broke out about 8:30 p.m. 
(EST). Eiht-year-old Pauline Cle- 
ment dashed into the flaming house 
four times to bring out four of the 
children --all under seven years of 
age. 

The two babies --whom the tiny 
heroine was unable to reach--were 
two-year-old Jean and Buces They 
died in the fire. 

Pauline and 18-month old Ernest 
were taken to a hospital with burns. 

Four other children were in a 
field picking strawberries for food 
and the eleventh child was in a 
Toronto hospital undergoing treat- 
ment when the blaze occurred. 

Neighbors say that they were 
unable to go near the house when 
they reached it because of the in- 
tense heat. 

A St. Joseph's Hospital official 
says that Pauline told her that her 
mother had “left home Tuesday 
noontime and hadn’t been home 
since.” 

Police last night rushed to Sud- 
bury to find Mrs. Clement playing 
bingo, Her husband --36-year-old 
Roland --had started a 10-day jail 
sentence yesterday for drunkenness. 
They were both taken to the fire- 
destroyed dwelling where they 
counted their living children to 
discover two missing. The two babies 
died in their beds. 

Police intend to press a full in- 
vestigation to determine the cause 
of the fire today. 

A police officer quoted Mrs. Cle- 
ment as saying she was at the bingo 
game in an attempt to raise the 
10-dollars fine her husband couldn't 
pay.

A DIVIDEND 

Tt was interesting to note last week that the 
Ontario County Medical Co-operative had concluded 
@ successful year’s business and were able to return 
15 per cent of the general membership levy to sub- 
scribers, This is the sort of thing one likes to hear 
about in these days when the accent has been on 
increasing rates for the various hospital plans and 
socialized hospital schemes. On the one hand it would 
appear that the subscriber to the co-operative medical 
services plan is provided with medical attention on a 
group basis but is encouraged not to make unneces- 
sary use thereof by paying dividends out of savings 
effected on the year’s operation. In the case of social- 
ized hospital plans or those on a non-co-operative basis 
the members appear to be enouraged to make waste- 
ful use of the service to the detriment of the subscriber 
who in turn must pay ever-increasing rates for the 
extravagant demands of either himself or others par- 
ticipating, 

There is something appealing about the co-opera- 
tive arrangement. In this instance it appears that the 
subscribers to this plan are encouraged to insure them- 
selves against staggering medical bills but are also 
encouraged to keep the cost of the service down by 
making only necessary demands upon it. Thus, if the 
run of sickness is light in any year they share in the 
form of a dividend of patronage return. Has anyone 
ever heard of anything of this sort happening under 
any other hospitalization plan?

GENEROUS WITH OTHER PEOPLE'S MONEY 

Only three members of the Dominion House of 
Commons at Ottawa had the courage to oppose the 
pension plan proposed for MP’s and approved by the 
House earlier this week. All the others, including 
district members, were in favour of helping themselves 
to another slice of special privileges to be cut from 
the pie baked with taxpayer's dollars .. . They were 
perfectly agreeable to saddle the taxpayer with ad- 
ditional burdens that they might enjoy security over 
and above the people whose interests they are sup- 
posedly pledged to protect. 

This latest move by parliamentarians is in the 
Same category as the other flagrant special privilege 
awarded themselves in the matter of income tax ex- 
emption. (They voted themselves $2,000 additional 
tax-free revenue over and above that granted the or- 
dinary citizen of the nation). This too was subjected 
to only weak opposition, none of it coming from the 
local representation—none that is that ever appeared 
in Hansard, official publication covering parliamentary 
proceedings. ; 

How long will the people of Canada continue to 
send representatives to Ottawa who persist in voting 
for new, and upholding old, speejal privileges?

We notice that the City of London has finally 
obtained the services of four men, who volunteered to 
accept what has been described as the ‘most unsatis- 
factory jobs in the British Commonwelath.”

The pay: Ten pounds per year. 

The duties: None. 

The appointment of an ale conner in London dates 
back to the time of William the Norman conquered 
England.’ At that time Englishmen complained of the 
quality of beer and they registered this complaint with 
William. A man of apparent action, William appointed 
official “ale conners” whose duly would be to test the 
ale being dispensed in the London pubs of that era. 

The story goes that the ale conners dressed them- 
selves in leather pants and if, after sitting on a wooden 
table where beer had been spilled, the leather did not 
stick to the table, the beer was declared unfit for 
consumption.

Parliament should include all such organizations 
in its study of the proposed legislation, but that is 
tgo much to expect with pressure groups constantly 
lobbying the halls in the House of Commons.

97,000,000 Acres 
Of Improved Land 


The Bureau of Statistics reported 
today that there were 97,000,000 
acres of improved farm land in the 
nations last year. 

The figure represented a six per 
cent increase in improved farm 
land from 1941 when the acreage 
totalled 92,000,000 (M). : 

The bureau said the Increase was 
due entirely to gains in the prairie 
provinces and British Columbia. 
There were decreases in the area of 
improved land in Ontario, Quebec 
and the Maritimes. 

The total area under crops last 
year was sixty-two and a quarter 
million acres compared with fifty- 
six and a quarter million acres in 
1941.

Points About Appendicitis 

I write from time to time about 
the great help given the physician 
if the patient with pain in abdomen 
takes no pain-relieving drug until | 
the physician arrives, thus the doc- | 
tor can more readily determine 
when and where pain started, *and 
if it has remained in the one spot 
or has moved around, 

The description of the pain by 
the patient enables the physician to _ 


ment or disease present. Thus, if 
patient puts his finger on a spot, 
the pain is usually due to stomach 
ulcer; if whole hand is placed across 
the region of the stomach, the pain 
is more likely due to some liver or 
gall-bladder ailment. 

In Postgraduate Medicine, Dr. 
Philip E. Thorek, Department of 
Surgery, University of Illinois, Cork 
County Graduate School of Medi- 
cine, illustrates his article on “Acute 
Abdominal Emergencies” with a 
picture of a patient placing his hand 
across the middle part of his abdo- 
men, in reply to the physician's 
question, “Where was your pain 
when it first started?” The second 
illustration shows the patient with 
the end of his finger on a spot in 
the region of appendix, about two- 
thirds of the way down between the 
umbilicus and the tip of the hip 


area. This moving of the pain from 
region of umbilicus to the region 
of the appendix is good evidence 
of appendicitis. There are some 
other signs and symptoms of appen_ 
dicitis mentioned by Dr. Thorek. “It 
is unfortunate that loss of appetite 
(anorexia) has not been stressed as 
the most common symptom present 
with acut appendicitis. I hesitate to 
diagnose actite appendicitis In any 
patient who states he is hungry, 
Lack of appeite, nausea and yomit- 
ing are three degrees of one symp- 
tom ,being dependent upon the 
amount of distension or enlarge- 
ment of the appendix.” 

It may be worth while for us to 
remember how Philadelphia re- 
duced greatly the number of deaths 
from appendicitis by campaigning 
against the patient receiving a 
Purgative or food of any kind dur-

Mr. McRae sees great changes in 
the clothing trade over his nearly 
half-century of continuous associ- 
ation. If there is stability in his 
personal background there is none 
in the clothing business today, he 
freely admits. In the old days styles 
were subject to relatively infre- 
quent change but not so today. 
“Changing styles which come with 
little or no warning makes the 
retail clothing trade tricky busi- 
ness, Mr. McRae declares. 

Another Beaverton businessman 
who can look back on a changing 
retail trade is J. S. McDonald, pro- 
prietor of the grocery store bearing 
his name. He has spent 30 years 
catering to the public.

BRITONS GUARD PARLIAMENT'S RIGHTS 

One point in the British Labor party’s attack upon 
Lord Alexander for what he said to the Canada Club 
yn London on Dominion Day should be noted by Chute 
dians, and specifically by Canadian cabinet ministers. 
This: 

“Tt was disrespectful of the House, former 
Prime Minister Attlee said, for the Defence Minister 
to tell outsiders something that he did not feel 
free to tell Parliament.” 

Britons are touchy on this point; touchy on the 
point that cabinet ministers must make statements of 
policy or of government informaton to Parlament —_— 
make their statements as responsible ministers in @ 
place where the statements may be checked, properly 
assessed. 

In Canada, unfortunately, we are not so con- 
cerned with this obligation of ministers, or are becoming 
Jess concerned with it. Thus in recent months we have 
had the spectacle of one of our cabinet ministers not 
merely going outside of Parliament to make an im- 
portant statement of Government policy but actually 
going to another country to make it, plus the further 
and more deplorable spectacle of the press permitting 
such a misdemeanor against Parliament to go prac- 
tically by default. 

A good thing it would be for this country if it 
could come more to the British way — match its talk 
about loyalty to a parliamentary system with a more 
vigorous concern for Parliament’s rights and authority.

Gasoline Fumes 
Found in Sewer 


Town Engineer C. N. Strachan 
has revealed that an extensive 
probe has been carried on in tha 
East Ward following a sewer blast 
some time ago that resulted in a 
15-year-old boy being taken to the 
Ross Memorial Hospital. A report of 
hhis investigation since the incident 
on June 20th was made to the Town 
Counci 1 at its July meeting on 
Monday evening. 

‘The subject was introduced by a 

letter read by Town Clerk W. R. 
Alely from William Gunn, Queen 
Street, father of the boy who was 
injured. Mr. Gum notified council 
that he was holding the town 
responsible for the expenses incur= 
red by the boy's injuries. Mr. Stra- 
chan, engineer, told Council that 
he had been one of the first to 
see the injured Jad following the 
mishap on the evening of June 20th 
when a2 manhole cover on Queen 
Street east of St. David Street had 
blown off in William Gunn's face. 
‘He told the council that the lad had 
suffered rather extensive and seri- 
ous burns in the blast which had 
moved the manhole cover about 18 
inches from its well He said that 
there appeared to have been no 
adult witnesses to the accident but 
he had heard stories, which he 
admitted had not been confirmed, 
that the boy, along with ohers, had 
been dropping lighted matches in 
the manhole. He obseryed that there 
was a strong gasoline odour present 
on the following day although little 
or no gasoline odour on the night 
of the accident. He therefore as- 
sumed that an explosion had been 
caused by some flame igniting ths 
gasoline fumes and blowing the 
cover off. 

He told the council] that since shat 
day he had taken charge of a 
serious search to find the sourte of 
the gasoline which, he noted, could 
come from nearby or from any- 
where inside the town limits He 
said that two nearby service stat~ 
ions had been visited in the search 
and the storage tanks, beneath the _ 
ground, had all been air-tested, and 
only one had shown any sign of a 
leak. That tank had received = 
thorough examination sincé then, 
sald Mr. Strachan, and a strong 
gasoline odour had been noticed in 
the ground around the tank but 
only a very small leak in one of 
the pipes had been found. He stated 
that this tank was now empty pen- 
ding a further investigaion by he 
ofl company involved. 

Deputy-reeve A. E. Hitk, ahair- 
man of the Board of Works, con- 
firmed the report made by his 
engineer and added that the present 
Problem appeared to be one of fix- 
ing the responsibility. Reeye Butler 
claimed that he had also heard 
reports that the boys had been 
playing with maches at the time of 
the accident. 

Further discussion by members of 
council with Town Clerk Allely 
revealed that the town carried no 
insurance for this type of accident 
and it was extremely doubtful ty 
any insurance company Bouid write 
such insurance. 

Mr, Allely was instructed to ac- 
knowledge the letter from Mr. Gunn 
and no further action will be taken 
‘by council until the investigation by 


the Board of Works has been com-= 
pleted.

EDITORIALS 


IMPORTANT WORK TO BE DONE 

The Ontario Motor League used to be regarded 
as the principal agency for placing road markers indi- 
cating the direction to lesser known villages in the 
province and up until recent years this important work 
was carried on most efficiently. Latterly, however, 
there seems to have been a letting-up on this service 
with the result that many small communities are never 
discovered now except by-accident. This is an un- 
fortunate state of affairs because motorists are never 
entirely sure they are going to reach some of these 
out-of-the-way points when they start out to visit 
them. 

There would appear to be important work to be 
done throughout the province in route identification. 
Valuable ground work has been done by the Ontario 
Motor League and, providing undue lapse in replace- 
ment and maintenance is not permitted, the task of 
putting place indicators on a useful scale again should 
not be extremely difficult. 

Another thing which probably puzzles the average 
motorist: about many of the smaller villages and ham- 
lets is the absolute lack of identification on arrival 
at some of them. There are instances of this even 
on so-called provincial highways. What could be 
worse than to have adequate directional signs only to 
be unable to identify the unfamiliar community upon 
arrival? 

Some may say to this: “Ask the people in the 
district?” And that is a good suggestion except where 
one happens to run imto people who are just ano 
as much of a stranger as oneself. Tt is surprising 
sometimes how difficult it is to obtain clear informa- 
tion as to one’s point of destination, even from people 
living close by. 


THE SPEED LIMIT 
IS NOT BEING OBSERVED 

Oniario’s speed limit, it is reasonably safe to say, 
means nothing but a set of figures on a highway marker 
to a good many motorists . . . They just simply are 
not observing the prescribed 50 miles per hour limit set 
by the Ontario Dept. of Highways. Proof of this ob- 
tained voluntarily from a great number of motorists 
who are quite frank about the speed at which they 
drive except when in conversation with a highway 
officer. 

The thing about the excessive speed at which many 
motorists are driving nowadays is that they do not 
realize the extent to which they are jeopardizing their 
lives. They do not take into consideration the con- 
struction of their cars nor their ability to withstand 
a collision or upset. The newer cars are, admittedly, 
very nice to look at and they have many mechanical 
improyemenis over the older makes. They can also 
travel faster with less effort but this does not mean 
they are of sturdier construction and able to withstand 
the additional hazards which higher speeds present. 
The fact is that the majority of modern cars are in 
pretty bad shape when they emerge from an accident. 
Their beautiful lines crumple easily and the metal from 
which they are molded is twisted out of shape without 
great effort. 

These things present a need for revision of On- 
tario’s speed limit and a return to something resembling 
Sanity in the operation of motor cars. Neither the 
cars nor the people who drive them are able to with- 
stand the impact of a high-speed collision.

* Between April 15, 1951, and February 29, 1952, 
the Defense Department ordered 1,403,407 pairs of 
footwear. This came to approximately thirteen pairs 
for each man on active service; approximately nine 
pairs, if the reserve forces are included. 

Women members of the services are doing even 
better. It was disclosed in the House of Commons 
last week that between April 1, 1951, and April 30, 
1952, the Defense Department ordered 117,800 pairs 
of women’s shoes. Since there are now 5,241 women 
enlisted, both in the active and reserve forces, that 
comes to twenty-three pairs for each. All Brooke's 
chillun got shoes. 

But shoes are not the only things that merit 
attention, so far as the servicewomen are concerned. 
Since the beginning of the year, the Defense Depart- 
ment has ordered airwomen’s jackets to the tune of 
$208,690; and CWAC raincoats to the tune of $348,355. 
How much it costs to make an airwomen’s jacket, we 
do not know. But taking $20 as a reasonable figure, 
that comes to over 10,000. Similarly, we do not know 
how much it costs to make a CWAC raincoat. But 
allowing $30, that comes very close to 12,000. ~ 

The Defense Department's excuse for all this is 
that it is stockpiling; getting ready for future needs. 
If that is the case, it certainly expects a great rush of 
women to the colors—much greater than was seen 
during the war. In the peak year (1943), just 7,380 
women enlisted in the Canadian Women’s Army Corps. 
In the peak year (1942), just 7,835 entered the Women’s 
Division of the Royal Canadian Air Force. 

If we read the raincoat and jacket orders correctly, 
the Defense Department is prepared at any moment, 
to take more than 10,000 women in each service. As 
for the shoe order, we cannot tell what that portends. 
It all depends on how many pairs of shoes a Canadian 
servicewoman is supposed to have. In Russia, now. 
it would be simple. An order for 117,800 pairs of shoes 
would mean only one thing—that the Government 
proposed to énlist 117,800 women.—Globe © Mail 


“AM | BLUE?” 

The Reds have the blues—or Paris intends they 
shall. Borrowing the device used in certain banks 
whereby tellers are able to squirt bank robbers with 
tell-tale indelible blue dye, the French government has 
announced that future rioters will be sprayed by the 
police with a blue they will find almost impossible to 
wash off. 

This, you will see, is quite different from the blue 
used by laundresses to make their dirty linen whiter. 
And it’s nothing like the thin blue reputed to run 
through the veins of effete representatives of what 
Marxism calls the ‘feudal classes.” It suggests rather 
the war paint of the ancient Britons — though, we 
suspect, this blue will be worn with a difference, like 
Hamlet's rue. It might also be called a forget-me- 
not blue. :

Yet because men struggle blindly 
shall we therefore allow ourselves to be sicklied o’er 
with a melancholy (not to say “blue’’) cast of thought?

SAFE HOLIDAY SEASON 

With vacation days just ahead, this is a good 
time to think about summer safety and perhaps to 
pass the word along to the young folks so that they 
can get through the holiday period without mishap. 

A few accidents possibly are unavoidable. Most 
of them, however, could be averted by those old 
standbys: Care, Courtesy and Common Sense. 

The three C’s are usually thought of in connection 
with preventing highway accidents. Safety authorities 
generally endorse them as a good basis for keeping 
down traffic smashes that can cost dearly in life and 
property. 

However, they can be applied also to such other 
summer activities as boating, swimming or climbing. 

Most ‘summer deaths and injuries can be traced 
directly to thoughtlessness or recklessness. Standing 
up or changing places in small boats is asking for 
trouble. Speeding and stunting in motorboats can 
endanger both the boats’ occupants and other persons 
in or on the water. 

Swimmers still go in the water too soon after 
meals, stay in the cold water too long and swim out 
beyond the point from which they can return safely. 
Safety advisers frown on all these practices. 

Still good is the familiar advice against exercising 
too strenuously during the first few days of vacation, 
against trying to get a dark tan in one day and wind- 
ing up with sunburn, against overloading boats, against 
diving into water that may be shallow or filled with 
rocks and against drinking water if there is a pos- 
sibility it is impure. 

Vacations are too short for anything but pure 
enjoyment and relaxation. A little common sense can 
head off grief.

But few members were left in Com- 
mons to register their votes, The 
great exodus of elected representa- 
tives had already begun much earl- 
jer In the week.

More Dailies Sell 
| For Seven Cents 
Than 3 Today 


New York July 5 (BUP) --More 
dally newspapers sell for seven cents 
| than three cents a copy today, 
jshowing @ complete reversal of price 
distribution in the last five years. 

The newspaper trade weekly 
“Editor and Publisher” says a study 
of circulation rates shows they have 
risen across the board. Readers pay 
Tore for both home-deliyered and 
street-purchased newspapers. 

Contributing factors are increase 
newsprint costs, high second class 
postal rates, and increased cost of 
trucking. 

The magazine says more than 500 
newspapers raised circulation rates 
in 1951 and 50 have followed them 
since January 1952.

Unemployment Insce. 
Act Amendments 
Effective Soon 


Ottawa July 5 (BUP) --Amend- 
ments» to the Unemployment In- 
surance Act increasing rates of 
benefit and reducing the waiting 
period will come into force July 
14th. 

The amendments were approved 
at the session of parliament which 
adjourned today, and will come into 
force by proclamation. They were 
recommended to the government by 
the Unemployment Insurance Com- 
mission and the Unemployment In- 
surance Advisory Committee. 

The top rate of benefit pald to a 
person entitled to the dependency 
rate will be four-dollars a day, and 
two-dollars and 85 cents for a single 
person. The rates at present are 
three-60 and two-70, respectively. 
The increased rates and the re- 
duction In waiting days will apply 
only to daye of unemployment 
which occur on or after July 14th. 
The amendments to the act pro- 
vide that the period an individual 
must wait before receiving benefit 
will be reduced from nine to seven 
days.

‘given a crown grant of 700 acres 
just south of Manilla, Later on a 
beautiful stone house was built on 
the part of the crown grant now oc- 
cupied and farmed by Mr, Edwards 
great-grandson, Cecil Moore. The 
first post-office in the township 
was at Manilla, then called Coulter's 
Corners Jater Monticello and finally 
Manilla. Miss Mary Douglas was 
the first post-mistress. 

Brock township, having an area 
| of 6,400 acres was surveyed in 1817 
and the first settlers were mainly 
of Irish extraction, notable among 
| them Philip St, John who came 
from Limerick. Other families were, 
the Vroomans, Shiers and Keen+ 
.| ans. Brock township was reportedly 
| settled before Whitby and their 
nearest trading post was at New- 
| market in York County, 
| As Manilla in the early days was 
| the most important place in the 

township the following is a general 

| history of the early village, written 
by Miss Vina Coone, descendant of 
the one of the pioneer families, who 
| passed away in 1945 at the age of 
| 85, She was organist in the Manilla 
| Church for over 60 years. “To begin 
with, the village was much larger 
} years ago than at present. The late 
Geore Douglas Jr., wrote a history 
of the village and stated the popu- 
lation was 700. There have been 
27 buildings moved, burned or torn 
down. This number includes houses, 
shops, factories, grist mill, a public 
|and grammar school, two hotels 
and a church, There were grammar 
| schools at Manilla and Oakwood 
| long before Lindsay had one. Some 
| of the former Lindsay citizens se- 
cured their education here. 

There were four churches on 
Church St., beginning with what is 
now the United Church Sunday 
School hall, then called the Bible 
Christian Church, presumably built 
before 1850. Next was the Congre- 
gational Church (now moved and 
used as the Community hall). Then 
came the Presbyterian church, 
which after the services were dis- 
continued was bought by a farmer 

| and the Baptist Church south of 
that, all on the east side of the 
street. The Baptist church was later 
moved to its present location. The 
brick church on the west sida of 
Church St., now the United Church 
was built in 1869 and took the place 
of the Bible Christian. This church 
| was connected with the Bowman- 
ville circuit and the ministers com- 
ing from such a distance on horse- 
back were called saddle-bag preach- 
ers. 

“There were two cemeteries in 
the village, /one south of the Presby- 
| terian church and the one presently 
in use south of the United Church. 

“There were two shoe shops, two 
drug stores, one jewelry shop, three 
factories, one a barrel factory and 
two rake factories, a tannéry, har- 
ness shop, four blacksmiths, six 
| general stores, one pump factory 

three hotels, a butcher, two under- 
takers, a painter and a milliner.

cold frame as soon as the earliest 
spring flowers are out. If grown in 
the shade, with faded fiowers re- 
moved promptly, they will bloom 
all summer. But pansies seldom 
live a second winter and the violas 
are not much longer lived. 

It is easy, however, to start a 
flat or two of these lovely flowers 
each year. Sow the seed by August 
15 in soil prepared by mixing a 
third sharp sand, a third peat moss, 
and a third sifted top soil. Cover 
the surface with a half-inch layer 
of sphagnum moss, and broadcast 
the seed in this, with a little moss 
to cover them. Keep moist until the 
seeds germinate. 

The moss will prevent damping- 
off, a fungus-disease which is dan- 
gerous in hot weather. Let the 
plants grow out in the open until 
tall, Then if you have a cold frame 
put the flat in it and cover with 
Jeaves for the winter. 

Lacking a cold frame, set the 
fiat in a protected corner, and 
cover. It is better to transplant the 
seedlings, setting them seven to 
eight inches apart in additional

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50 discourages patients with arth- 
ritis. Dr, Philip Lewin, in his book 
“Artritis and the Rheumatic Dis-. 
eases,” states that infection is not 
considered the common cause of 
arthritis as it was just a few years 
ago; nevertheless, he tells us that 
“a large proportion of rheumatoid 
arthritis is undoubtedly due to in- 
fection, Your case may be caused 
by germs which lodge in your teeth, 
your throat, your sinuses, your gall 
bladder or your appendix and set 
up infection there. In some way 
the germs reach out from their 
lodgment, traye] along the blood 
stream and find a second home in 
a joint. The joint then developes 
the infection in the form of arthri- 
tis. If your joint is examined, the 
germs are found there. These germs 
msy be those organisms which 
cause pneumonia or streptococcic 
throat, or abscessed teeth or ton-| 
sils, syphilis or typoid fever. 

If the infection is in the early 
stage it may be completely remoy- 
ed or no arthritis symptoms may 
occur, as with a case I mentioned 
once before. A boxer came to me 
with a supposed back injury. As he| 
had pain when at rest, I suggested 
an x-ray of the teeth which show- 
ed infection in three molor teeth. 
The removal of these teeth caused 
a flare-up im his back pain for 
a short time and he was discourag- 
ed. However, in a matter of weeks, 
he was free of pain and went on 
to win the amateur welterweight 
boxing championship, 

Because many cases of arthritis 
are caused by cold and dampness, 
by eating too much starch foods 
(sugar, potatoes, bread) and also 
by injury, many patients, physic- 
Jans and dentists hesitate about 
having infected teeth and tonsils 
removed. However, when infect- 
tion is definitely present, the qucs- 
tion is not whether they should or 
should not be removed but whether 
or not to build up the patient first 
80 that the removal of the infection 
will not cause shock or poisoniny 
of the blood, 


FATIGUE 

One of the commonest complaints 
for which a patient consults his 
physician is fatigue or tlredness. 
Formerly, the physician advised 
more rest and if he could find no 
cause for fatigue he sent the pat- 
jent to his dentist, as infected teeth 
1g one of the commonest causes of 
tlredness and sleepiness. If the 
dentist or other specialist could 
find no infection, the physician 
considered that the patient was 
working too hard or worrying too 
Touch and that; a change would be 
helpful, 

In Medicat Clinics of North Am- 
erica, Drs. H. E, Harms and T. L, 
L. Soniat, Tulane University, state 
that chronic fatigue (being always 
tired) and Jack of energy are a- 
mong the commonest presenting 
complaints of patients, Calling the 
symptoms fatigue doesn't help the 
patient much, finding the cause 
of the fatigue often requires care- 
ful examination and study of the 
patients complaints and also pa- 
tlent study of the Dergonality or 
make-up of the patient himself. 
This 18 called the psychoblologic 
method of managing a patient with 
fatigue. The physician gets a fly- 
ing start In his examination by the 
fact that it 1s generally estimated 
thal 80 per cent of such patients 
(four of every five) are psychoneur- 
ote or emotional, 

Unfortunately, as these two phy- 
siclans point out, {t jis impossible 
0 measure mental, emotional and 
physical fatigue by laboratory me- 
thods, although laboratory exami- 
nations are done as a routine mat- 
ter. After severe illness, the pa- 
ent will show a return to normal 
but a long convalescence is neces- 
sary before the person again feels 
well. Also, if the individual has a 
neurosis, it is going to take him 
longer to get rid of his fatigue. 
Pension, welfare and workmen's, 
compensation physicians are well 
aware that “fatigue and Iack of 
energy ofter do not represent dis- 
e280 of organg 80 much as they rep- 
Tesent an emotional disorder in- 
volving the entire personality 
Structure, Fatigue is a prominent 
Symptom in many patients due to 
emotions such as boidom, home- 
sickness, anxiety or emotional re-~

Soybean Trouble 

European soybean crushers are 
complaining about the quality of 
American soybean shipments. 

The complaints have brought ac- 
tion from U-S Agriculture Depart- 
ment officials, They want to clear 
up the trouble because the Europeon 
market is important to American 
soybean growers. 

Crushers in Europe say many 
cargoes have been below standard 
and many have contained too much 
foreign matter. 

U-S-D-A officials re-checked their 
inspection records and found notn- 
ing wrong. Now they're wondering 
if the European grading system is 
the same as the American. 

To find out, officials are drawing 
cargo samples at American ports 
and grading them. After that, fhe 
Same samples are sent to Eurcpean 
raders for their report. Other sam- 
ples drawn in Europe are sent beck 
to the U-S for a cross-check. 


Food Surplus 

Late last month the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture submitted 
to the Federal Government a 500- 
million dollar defence food p!ar 
designed to rid Canada of food 
surpluses. The director of the feder- 
ation say the money can be raised 
by deducting about 10 per cent, from 
the country's thre¢-year five-bill‘on 
dollars defense program. 

To lower the food surplus, the 
money would be used for free gifts 
of food to countries suffering frcem 
famine or food shortages ---loass 
to countries such as Britain which 
is short of dollars. . .and stockpile 
surpluses for national] emergency. 

The report also called on the 
government to extend its beef floor 
price to baby beef in the 450-pound 
Tange. The 25-cent-a-pound f'oor 
price covers beef only aboul 500 
pounds. The report asked thay the 
26-cents a pound floor price on 
hogs e continued and that support 
be granted to include poultry. 

One of the most important fac- 
tors to be considered in adopting 
these proposals is that tax money 
would be used to hold up the al- 
ready high food prices. And the 
average Canadian taxpayer will find 
this difficult to grasp.

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Luckiest Russian Alive 


Says Man Unde 


“T consider myself the luckiest 
Russian alive,” 

These are the words of 33-year- 
old Igor Gouzenko—the man who 
seven years ago ran away from his 
post as cipher clerk in the Russian 
Embassy in Ottawa and handed the 
R-C-M-P the details of a Commu- 
nist spy ring operating in Canada. 

Gouzenko now lives somewhere 
in Canada with his family, under an 
assumed name, and although he's 
under constant threat of Commun- 
ist vengeance . . . he says he would- 
n't trade his life as a Canadian. 

The former Russian employee 
made these statements in an ex- 
clusive interview with the British 
United Press . . . conducted by let- 
ter and transmitted back and forth 
by the R-C-M-P. 

Gouzenko, whose information ev- 
“entually led to the arrest and im- 
prisonment of eight Canadians 
convicted of spying for Russia... . 
has even kept his identity secret 
from his children. 

As he puts it .. . “They are grow- 
ing and happy but too young to 
understand.” 

He adWses Russians, who have 
the interest of their people at heart, 
to pass on information to the west 
and eventually help get rid of the 
Soviet Politburo gang. In Gouzen- 
ko’s words . . . “I know that in 


| their hearts the Russians bear a 


revengeful hatred against the para- 
sites in the Kremlin.” 

After a decade in Canada, Gouz- 
enko says he is still un-accustom- 
ed to the comfort and abundance 
of food, but as he puts it... “All 
the material advantages are not 
comparable with the sense of free- 
dom and the knowledge that you 
hhave nothing to fear.” 

Gouzenko advises an all-out pro- 
paganda campaign to defeat the 
Kremlin. In his words . . . “it is 
obvious the politburo fears such 
@ propaganda offensive much more 
than the western countries fear 
Russia’s clumsy, fabricated charg- 
es of. germ warfare.” 

He says Russia is preparing for 
all out war in about five years, and 
says the Soviet army then will be 
“tough, smart and fully-equipped.” 

And Gouzenko says the armies 
of the west will not be made better 
“oy wishful thinking, but by hard, 
laborious, every day effort.” BUP.

than in 1951, says the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 

The apple crop alone is expected 
ip be 1-million 100-thousand bushels 
more than last year. In Ontarlo and 
Quebec, the apple crop will be 
considerably less than 1951 levels. In 
Nova Scotia there are indications 
that the crop will be somewhat lar- 
ger this year.

Expect Good Crops 
In Western Canada 


Crosp prospects throughout the 
prairie provinces are generally good 
to excellent. Rains have improved 
conditions in many areas where the 
threat of drought was present. But 
heavy rains are still needed to 
satisfy moisture requirements of 
the thick stands of grain. 

Compared with the last two 
years, crops are well advanced for 
this date. Damage from insects 
has been ight although severe hail 
losses have already occurred. 

In Manitoba, crop conditions have 
been “ideal during the past week. 
Apart from the lack of rainfall in 
the Dauphin area, moisture is in 
ample supply for another week. 
Early cereal crops are well headed 
and later sown ones are growing 
rapidly. 

Field peas are generally promis- 
ing, corn shows a marked improve- 
ment, and other special crops are 
doing better. Haying operations are 
under way and pastures have im- 
proved. 

The growth of crops in Saskat- 
chewan continues to be satisfactory. 
Wheat averages 19-inches in height 
and coarse grains 16-inches. About 
80 per cent of the crops are in the 
shot blade and 33-per cent headed 
out. Although moisture conditions 
are generally good, further rains are 
needed for the heavy stands of 
grain. 

Moisture conditions are excellent 
in Alberta with the exception of the 
extreme north where rain is needed.

Warns of War With Reds 
No Holds Barred 


A voice trom the past has spoken 
up with a grim warning to the west 
for the future. 

Igor Gouzenko, the one-time Rus- 
sian cipher clerk in Ottawa who 
broke up a Soviet spy ring dealing 
in atomic secrets, says Russia is 
planning for war. And Gouzenko, 
who receiyed his training in the 
Russian Central Intelligence School, 
says he’s convinced the Kremlin 
will wage a war with no holds bar- 
red. 

This includes, he says, germ war- 
fare . . . something the Soviet has 
been accusing the Allies of in Korea, 
Gouzenko says Soviet germ warfare 
charges are merely calculated to 
hide Russia’s own plan to unleash 
germ warfare. yt 

The 33-year-old Gouzenko now 
lives “somewhere” in Canada under 
an assumed name. He told British 
United Press in an exclusive inter- 
view that war with Russia will come 
in about five years. In the inter- 
view—conducted through couriers 
of the R. C.M.P.—he says the Krem- 
lin's “hate of west” propaganda 
campaign is aimed to condition the 
Soviet youth who do not rememb- 
er the last war and are willing to 
die to promote Communist aims. 

Gouzenko goes on to say that Sov- 
jet leaders miscalculated in Korea 
. . that they hoped for’a fast vic- 
tory over what they called “Am- 
erican soldiers who are picnic loy- 
ers and weaklings.” Now Gouzenko 
Says the Kremlin is using a ~hate 
Propaganda campaign in an effort 
to bet the west. But he says this 
campaign will fail and Russia will 
have no alternative but to start 
World War Three.

Threatens to Step up His War 

The American Army Chief of 
Staff, General J. Lawton Collins, 
has threatened the Reds with an- 
other taste of the stepped-up Allied 
air war unless they agree to a Kor- 
ean truce. 

Collins warned moreover that 
the U-N would strike back with 
every weapon in its arsenal, except- 
ing germ warfare, if the Reds in 
Korea are joined by what he call- 
ed an “outside” power. 

He added however, that the Uni- 
ted States would undoubtedly con- 
sult the U-N before unleashing-at- 
omic artillery er atomic bombs. 
Collins issued the warning on re- 
turning to Tokyo from a tour of 
Korea. 

Truce Talks 

The Korean truce talks are to 
resume under secrecy tonight amid 
Speculation that a major develop- 
ment may be near. 

There is nothing official about 
@ possible break in the deadlock 
over prisoner exchange the only 
remaining issue. But observers point } 
out that the current two-day re- 
cess in the talks was called at the 
request of the Reds, indicating the 
U-N may have offered a new pro- 
posal which the enemy truce men 
wanted to discuss with Peiping or 
Moscow. 

Tf this is true, there is no word 
on what the proposal might be. And 
there presumably will be no an- 
nouncement from either side unless 
& compromise agreement or a 
stalemate — is reached.

THE ADVANTAGE OF BEING A PIRATE 

Despite a comfortable notion in these parts of 
the world that piracy has ceased to exist except 
in boys’ stories of other days and worves’ actions on 
Wall Street or younger wolves’ antics around~ the 
corner drug store, the captain of the schooner Yess B 
knows differently; he has been attacked by real pir- 
ates on the high seas, pirates with black masks over 
their faces and pistols in their pands. 

The piracy took place off the Barbary Coast. Cap- 
tain Horst Engqvist put out to sea carrying a hundred 
and sixty-five cases of cigarettes and fifty sacks of 
He was attacked one stormy night off Cape 
Spartel, which is in the international zone of Tangier, 
opposite Gibraltar. Captain Engqvist, taken by sur- 
prise, and with bullets spattering the Yess B, was 
forced to yield up his cargo. He returned to Tangier, 
to seek consolation. 

In Tangier, instead of getting sympathy he was 
hauled into court by the owner of the cargo who had 
suspicions that the pirates who boarded the Yess B 
migh} not have been above-board. The court gave 
Captain Engqvist the benefit of the doubt but the 
merchant has appealed against the acquittal 

The poor captain, beset by pirates, is now walking 
the plank in law courts. He speaks only German. The 
Court’s proceedings are in French. The policeman 
who acted as interpreter at the first trial is now away 
on leave. At the Appeal hearing the Court at first 
accepted the offer of an amateur interpreter who spoke 
excellent French, but very bad German. Another 
interpreter was called on. who spoke German perfectly, 
but little French. The Court has therefore been ad- 
jorned sine dic. Meanwhile—as in few novels and

THE STRAP MIGHT WORK , 

How far is it practical to go im the “humane” 
treatment of prison inmates without the inmates mis- 
taking kindness for weakness? This question siems 
from the weekend riot at the Guelph Reformatory 
where damage estimated at more than $200,000 was 
caused by prisoners who, prison guards ellege, were 
“mob-coddled” under existing reformatory regulations. 

Since Major John Foote became head of Ontario 
penal institutions, the strap has ceased to be used as a 
Weapon to maintain discipline, except when ‘Such treat- 
ment is authorized by the Minister. The guards main- 
tain that the strap was the only effective means of 
maintaining ipline and when the strap treatment 
was removed. the prisoners became more insubordin- 
ate. This insubordination reached its peak in a full- 
seale riot 


The inmate population at a reform school is not 
peopled by “good boys” who got there by abiding to 
the laws of organized society. For the most part they 
are a bunch of young thugs and cheats who Enow no 
code except the code of force. Convicts who have 
a sincere desire to “go straight” are unlikely to be 
among those who flaun} prison rules and regulations. 
The type who, even in prison, persist in upholding 
jungle law and mock constituted authority, are not 
being “reformed” but merely “detained” until their 
sentence is served. 2 

The humanitarian approach to the penal problem is 
worthy of the highest praise because it is Christianity at 
work. But when staffs of reform institutions are stripped 
of effective authority to maintaim order, it is time 
they were restored the tools to maintain disciplme. If 
a strap is the only treatment these young thugs com- 
prehend. then let them have the strap and save tax- 
pa the added cost of repairing damage caused by 
these prision riots.—Ontario Intelligencer

left on too long. The safest chemical 
to use for stain removal is hydrogen 
peroxide and sodium perborate. 
Strong acids or alkalis shouldn't be 
used at all. 

Bleaches containing chlorine de- 
stroy wool and silk. . . and some- 
times streak or yellow cottons.

Moderr designs for furniture, 
carpets, fabrics and lamps are being 
shown at the International Home 
Furnishings Market at Chicago.

The Canadian capital has’ wiped 
the perspiration off its brows for the 
first time in nearly a week. 

The government is free today 
from the sense of crisis and urgency 
which has gripped it while Senator 
Robert Taft appeared the likely 
Republican candidate for the pre- 
sidency of the United Statese. 

Few domestic events in the poli- 
tics of any foreign country have had 
more immediate or direct reper- 
cussions upon Canadian Goyern- 
ment circles than yesterday's first 
ballot selection of Genera] Dwight 
Eisenhower as the’ Republican 
nominee. 

The first reaction from cabinet 
ministers was a sigh of relief. They 
believe if Eisenhower parlays his 
conyention triumph into the pre-) 
sidency. . . he will continue the basic 
United States foreign and trade 
policies to which Ottawa's foreign 
and trade policies are currently 
hitched. 

(On the other hand, Prime Min- 
ister St. lLaurent’s government 
thought if the so called “isolation— 
ist” Taft had gone on to win the 
nomination and eventually the U-S 
presidency, he would cut. back 
American aid fo Europe and Asia 
which would destroy the effective- 
ness of companion Canadian policies 

But as it stands now. . .Eisenhow- 
er is not expected to change the 
present administration's foreign 
policies if he wins. . . and the de- 
Mocrats are pinning their hopes of 
re-election on the record and 
policies of the Truman government 
which Canadian foreign policy has 
generally underwritten.

Conserving The Strength of the 
Heart 

| Some years ago I attended a con- 
| vention at Battle Creek Sanatorium. 
I noticed that the toilet seats were 
high but the interne informed me 
that Dr. Harvey Kellogg, the Sup- 
erintendent, had placed small ben- 
|ches about 10 inches high on the 
| floor in front of each toilet seat so 
| that each patient or inmate would 
| be able to get his knees and abdo- 
|} men closer together and so be able 
!to use his abdominal and other 
muscles to get rid of wastes from 
the bowel more readily. As most 
individuals are constipated, this 
would mean less strain on the heart 
and blood vessels. 

Some months ago I wrote about 
the great effort required by pa- 
tients in using the bedpan and how 
much less was the effort of getting 
out of bed and using the commode. 
It was pointed out that most heart 
specialists believed that, while 
complete rest in bed rested the 
heart, the getting up and moving 
to the commode stimulated the cir- 
culation of the blood, helped di- 
| gestion and prevented constipation. 
| another important point is the 
| “physiological indignity” experienc- 
| ed in using the bedpan. 

Also, it is recognized that sudden 
severe straining or movement, either 
| on the bedpan or the commode can 
cause severe changes in blood pres- 
sure which may cause heart and 
blood pressure accidents (heart 
strokes and brain strokes). However, 
being able to get the knees and 
abdomen closer together, as with the 
use of the small bench at the 
sanatorium, these accidents are less 
likely to occur, as less energy is 
expended when the commode is 
used. “From both a postural and 
energy-conserving standpoint, the 
strain necessary for defecation 
(oowel movement) is lessened by 
the use of the commode.” The sup- 
ported sitting or squatting position 
seems to be the best for defecation. 
Use of the bedpan appears to be an 
“unphysiologic” procedure from the 
standpoint of energy cost. 

The above information re the 
superiority of the commode over 
the bedpan in lessening the amount 
of energy expended was obtained by 
Drs. Joseph G. Benton, Henry 
Brown, and Howard A. Rusk (New 
York University) and published in 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association.

TOMATO CHEMICAL 

A chemical to speed up early 
harvesting of the tomato crop has 
been developed. 

The compound . . C-I-P-A, which 
stands for para-chlorophenoxy- 
acetic acid, will result in early fruit 
setting and an increase in early 
yields. 

When used as a solution con- 
taining 25 parts of the chemical to a 
million parts of water, the solution 
should be sprayed onthe tomato 
plants early in the season. This 
treatment will increase early fruit 
setting from 50 to 400 per cent and 
will increase early yields of ripe 
fruit by 50 to 300 per cent. 

If the spraying is done later in 
the season, its effectiveness dis- 
appears. It is useful only if a fruit 
setting is desired under cool con- 
ditions of early spring or the 
harvesting of a heavier yield of 
ripe early tomatoes. The chemical 
has no effect on total yields. 
| THE SCYTHE IS NEW 

Strange as it seems to the me- 
chanized Canadian farmer. The 
scythe. .. which has just been in- 
| troduced to Afghanistan. . -will be 
| of far greater use to that country 
| than any amount of modern ma- 
| chinery. 

Experts of the good and agricul- 
| tural organization say that until the 
| scythe was introduced a primitive 
sickle was used. The farmer would 
| sit on the ground, and holding the 
| corn or grass in one hand, he would 
| wield the sickle with the other. 

| About 500 scythes were distribu- 
| ted to students of the school of

Villages for the farmers. 

With the scythe, Afghanistan 
; farmers will be able to mow three 
| or four times as fast as with the 
| sickle.

|Many Seek Health Here 


The village of Pontypool has earn- 
ed a reputation for itself as a health 
centre. 1t is the central Ontario 
summer home of hundreds of Jewish 
people from Toronto and elsewhere 
who go there on the advice of their 
doctors for their health’s sake. 

According to Nathan Crystal, 
proprietor of one of Pontypool’s 
health resorts, the reason the 
village is recommended by Jewish 
doctors as a healthy place to live 
lies in its warm, dry summertime 
climate. 

On the day this visit to Ponty- 
pool was made the sun was really 
turning on the heat and although it 
was very warm, it could not be 
termed uncomfortably hot. It was 
warm and dry and a pleasant breeze 
was fanning the village. It is tha 
dry factor in the climate which the 
doctors like, especially for people 
suffering from diseases of the upper 
respiratory tract. Mr. Crystal 
pointed to the soil as he extolled the 
merits of the village's climate and 
said “That's the principal reason 
for the dry atmosphere which pre- 
vails here. The soil is light and 
sandy which means that rainfall is 
absorbed almost as fast as it falls 
and a few minutes after a storm the 
ground is perfectly dry again.” As 
we talked a girl who claimed to be 
afflicted with an asthmatic condi- 
tion walked over and added her 
testimony as to the curative effect 
in her case of the climate around 
Pontypool in summer. Mr. Crystal 
cited severa] instances of seemingly 
unbelievable benefits being derived 
from summers spent under the 
“Pontypool sun. A look at some of 
the resort's guests was all that was 
needed to convince the writer that 
here was the ideal place to acquire 
the perfect sun-tan. Sun bathing on 
the hillsides is a favorite pastime 
of summer guests. 

Crystal's is only one of two large 
tourist catering resorts in the vil- 
lage. Sam Manetta operates the 
other one and they are both located 
along the same street.,In each in- 
stance they operate swimming ‘pools 
in connection with their establish- 
ment since the natural swimming 
facilities @f Pontypool are not 
popular with the majority of visit- 
ors. Time only permitted an ex- 
amination of Mr. Crystal’s swim- 
ming poo] and it proved most 
interesting. 

Strange as it seems the water in 
the Crystal pool is piped in from an 
ice-cold spring but enters the pool 
warm. The reason for this lies in 
the fact that the spring is located 
on a hillside nearly a mile away 
and the water heats as it pusses 
through piping laid on the ground’s 
surface between source and pool. 
Plow is by gravity force and the 
water leaves the spring in a four 
inch pipe and somewhere along the 
Way this is tapered to two inches. 
A rungif pipe keeps the water in the 
pool fresh. Size of the pool is 100 
feet long by 50 feet wide. Firs* built 
in 1935, it has been a popular spot. 
with swimmers visiting the resort 
ever since, 

Speaking of water and its avail- 
ability around Pontypool, a story oft 
repeated by villagers concerns the 
time when Pontypool had the 
chance to have a water supply just 
like any modern town and turned 
it down. The story goes that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, which 
passes through this village, knew of 
the water supply in the hills and 
wanted to make Pontypool a water- 
ing point for its locomotives. As a 
concession for the right-of-way 
across farm property, the railway is 
reported to have offered to install 
a water system for the village, but 
it was turned down by the land own- 
ers at the time. The reasons for 
rejecting the offer do not seem clear 
but the fact remains that it was 
spurned and the villagers had to 
work out their own salvation in the 
matter of water supplies. 

While still on the subject of water 
it might be assumed from the vil- 
lage’s name that it was so christen- 
ed because of its proximity to water. 
Such an assumption would be in 
error according to local history 
Which records that it was named 
for a town in England by three 
pioneer settlers. This, although 
there were at one time five distinct 
Pools fed by nearby streams in the

One fairly large pool remains with 
no visible source of supply and the 
only means of lowering its leve} 
being evaporation. 

Available local history records 
that “over 100 years ago tnree 
Englishmen --Messrs. Jennings. 
Ridge and Gilson --were th2 first 
settlers, leaving their families be- 
hind until they could send for 
them. They knew of, or came from, 
@ place called Pontypool, so decided 
that it would be a good name for 
their new home, Originally there 
were five ponds in the vicinity all 
fed by nearby streams. The big pond 
as it is called, is situated only a 
stone’s throw from the village and 
comprises aout five acres. It is from 
15 to 20 feet deep at the centre 
and is believed to be fed by a sub- 
terranean stream. The CPR railroad 
first came to the village 75 years 
ago and the first store was built ir 
the village over 80 years ago by 
| Simon Jennings.” 

The village of Pontypool has in 
its midst a seasonal place of wor- 
ship seldom found in rural Ontario 
communities. Tt is a synagogue 
which was erected to take care of 
the spiritual needs of the large 
Jewish summer population. The 
synagogue is a well-built frame 
and cement block structure and the 
dedication plaque above the en- 
trance bears the inscription 
“Donated by Mr. and Mrs. N. Rit- 
tenberg. Officially opened by N 
Rittenberg on July 24th, 1949." Mr. 
Rittenberg has since passed from 
this world. 

The drive to Pontypool from 
Lindsay is particularly imteresting 
since the road winds its way over 
and through some beautiful hills. 
Some wag altered the population 
sign at the entrance of the viliage 
to read “32,000”. Probably it read 
“320” before the ciphers were added, 
although residents put the per- 
manent population at about 250 and 
claim the summer population is up- 
wards of 1,000. Many Jewish people 
have established lovely summer 
homes there, some of them of very 
durable construction- 

No smog from industry pollutes the 
air over this community but this is 
not to say it is an imactive centre. 
Pontypool is in the heart of a great 
agricultural area which is rapidly 
becoming devoted to a field crop 
formerly confined to southwestern 
Ontario -- tobacco. Acre upon acre 
has been set aside to tobacco pro- 
duction but this branch of agricul+ 
ture warrants a separate story at 
another time. The land arourd 
Pontypool also lends itself to th> 
bountiful production of some of 
Ontario's finest potato crops. 

A picture accompanying this story 
shows the old fire hall which once 
served the village well. One of the 
elder citizens of Pontypool, Mr. L. 
Williamson, took time out from his 
gardening to tell about the efficient 
fire fighting unit the place once 
boasted. Walking around to the 
éhtrance of the fire hall it was 
found deserted and the fire engine 
some distasce away where it had 
been abandoned at the site of a 
well from which water was puraped 
by it last winter to flood a skating 
rink in the village park. Mr, Wil- 
liamson explained that it was once 
a very powerful hand-operated unit 
and that six good men on its pump 
could force a stream of wat-r 
through its 200 feet of hose thas 
would “rip the’ shingles off any 
house in Pontypool.” It was, he 
declared, capable of shooting a 
stream of water 135 feet in the air 
at high pressure. Now, the bell ia 
the tower of the fire hall could 
probably still be tolled if a length 
of rope were run up to it but tho 
volunteer brigade is disbanded and 
it is likely the neglected fire-fight- 
ing equipment would not be of much 
use if fire struck the community. 

Among other things Pontypool 
has a strong and revitalized Orange 
Order. The recently re-decorated 
L.O.L. Hall near the depot attests 
to this fact. In former years it also 
supported an Independent Order 
of Oddfellows lodge, but, although 
the hall still stands, it no longer ts 
used for its intended purpose.

A MATTER OF QUANTITY AND PRICE 

A contemporary commenting on the return of the 
five-cent ice cream cone which will be made possible 
by reducing the butterfat content in ice cream’s manu- 
facture, raises another point in connection with this 
popular treat which has long puzzled consumers. This 
concerns the difference in the quantity of ice cream 
dispensed by yarious vendors at a uniform price and 
the difference in prices asked for ice cream bricks 
which appear to be the same in every other respect. 

Before the new lower butterfat content ice cream 
hove into view it was possible to get a much better 
deal in ice cream cones by patronizing certain vendors. 
The difference in quantity dispensed by these favored 
dealers ranged from slightly more than average—about 
a scoop and a quarter—to as much as twice the amount 
received from the average dealer, Naturally the eaters 
of ice cream soon started to shop around for larger 
rations because it is only human nature to try and 
get the most for one’s money in any purchase of a 
standardized product. What always bothered these 
people though, was why there should be such variation 
in quantity. 

With ice cream bricks the situation is reversed 


because while every brick is supposed to contain a full , 


pint the price has been found to be greatly at variance 
with different dealers. It is possible, for example, to 
buy a brick of good ice cream at Dunsford for up to 
ten cents a brick less than at Lindsay. However, while 
the quantity of ice cream dispensed in cones varies 
greatly and the price of bricks is flexible, these are 
healthy signs for they represent trade without effective 
restraint ... the customer having the right to buy to 
his best advantage.

Russians Wid 


(By British United Press) 
The Russians have widened their 
unofficial team lead over the United 
States as the Olympics move ahead 
on a gray, chilly day in Helsinki. 
Russia went into the fourth day 
of competition leading the United 
States 136 and one half to 115 
points. The Soviets quickly wid- 
ened the margin by 20 points as 
they took the first two of the 19 gold 
medals which go on the block today. 
Both the Russian victories came 
in wrestling, the first in the heavy- 
weight round-robin finals and the 
second in the middleweight division. 
However, the United States has a 
good chance to at least narrow the 
Russian lead before the day ends.

Whip-poor-will 
‘The oft repeated call of “Whip- 
| poor-will, whip-poor-will, whip- 
poor-will” never fails to inspire a 
chilling awe among superstitious 
people, who believe the whippoor- 
will with these motirnful notes is 
invested with a reputation for oc- 
cult power. 

Nevertheless, although visitation 
of this bird close to home with its 
weird call has no relation to an 
evil influence abroad as some firmly 
believe, the weird. mournful call- 
notes gives even the most casual 
bird-watcher a strange sensation. 
Particularly when just as dusk has 
settled one hears the notes of us- 
ual distinctness is close proximity 
| but cannot ‘easily discern their 
owner. Ah there he is! atop the 
driving shed and crouching low and 
lengthwise on the ridge-pole. How-

The three buses and the truck on 
the goodwill tour from Britain have 
Jeft Lindsay following an overnight 
visit to the town, During their stay 
here, the members of the cavalcade 
were welcomed to the town by 
Mayor Charles Lamb, they were 
officially welcomed to Ontario by 
Premier Leslie M. Frost, they were 
given tea and cookies in the town 
hall and were guests of honor ata 
banquet in the Hotel Benson during 
the evening. 

The three red doubiedecker buses 
were met by civic officials, includ- 


ing Vitoria County Warden Ray | 


webster, Mayor Lamb, Reeve Ri- 
hard Butler, Ald. John L. Baker, 
and Ald. Vincent Cote, as they lett 
Peterborough on Monday aftern-on- 
The cavalcade stopped off for some 
minutes at the motel about two 
miles north of the lock city and the 
20 odd members, who admitted that 
the heat of a Canadian summer day 
was a little too much, refreshed 
themselves with cold drinks. 
Then the three buses, escorted by 
a Provincial Police cruiser and a 
motorycle officer, headed for Lind- 
say. At first it was not quite appar- 
ent why so much escort was needed 
put as the high vehicles (the buses 
are 14 and one-half feet high) pro- 
ceeded, it soon became obvious that 
the escorts had a very difficult task 
Local council members, riding in the 
top deck, were somewhat amazed 
and more than slightly frightened 
to find their bus on the wrong side 
of the road as it approached the 
crest of the hill east of the Smith 
Cheese factory. Inquiries showed 
that the driver had not momentarily 
forgotten that he was in Canada 
but was pulling the bus away from 
Jow-hanging branches which migns 
jhave damaged the vehicles. Along 
the trip from Peterborough to 
Lindsay, such digressions were many 
and in a great number of cases, just 
at the brow of a hill. The OPP. 
cruiser and the motorcycle oificer 
were ahead warning motorists to 
pull over. 
The tour arrived in Lindsay some 
40 minutes ahead of schedule and 
parked on Lindsay Street S., in 
front of Hutchings Motors. Durmg 
this stop Mayor Lamb provided pop 
for the members of the tour who 
wished it and the two councils re- 
presenied Shortly before 4 p.m. the 
cavalcade, led by the Lindsay Police 
Department cruiser, the fire truck 
and the O-PP. cruiser, puller to a 
halt in front of the town hall.

YOU MAY BE AN ANTHROPOMETRIST 

A man who displays an unusual interest in the 
shapes of women is not necessarily a monster to be 
watched by the police; he may simply be an anthro- 
pometrist-—that is, a student of the average height, 
size and weight of the various races of the world. We 
have been reading about an anthropometrist named 
Brooke Wilson, an Englishman who has measured more 
than 7,000 of his countrywomen. He finds that while 
makers of ready-to-wear clothing have assumed for 
some years that the average woman is 5’6” tall, she 
nearer 5'4”, and forty per cent. of women 

: United Kingdom are smaller than 5'3”.

Fashion models are chosen among tall, slim 
girls because they look best in stylish clothes, but 
ihey are not representative of average womanhood.

“ROGUE'S PLAYGROUND” 

The British House of Commons has passed an 
amendment to its libel laws to eliminate the “play- 
ground for rogues’”” — the Joopholes that permit un- 
serupulous persons to seek damages on charges of 
personal defamation, 

The measure, which was approved by all parties, 
enables publishers to avoid court action for uninten- 
tional defamation by publishing a correction or apology, 
and having the apology accepted. 

If the apology is not aecepted by the plaintiff, the 
fact that it was offered will be considered a valid 
defence in court. 

Under the existing libel law in Britain, it is not 
considered a defence for the paper to offer an apology. 
The publisher must prove that the published a e 
was not defamatory, or that it was justified or privi- 
leged.—Sudbury Daily Star

WHEN THE OLD ARE YOUNG 

Two doctors who have spent five years studying 
older patients at Sunnybrook Hospital are convinced 
that many ailments can be avoided if the “over 60's” 
are kept bugy both mentally and physically. 

The worst disease of all, they imply, is boredom. 

There was a time when this could be looked on 
as an interesting observation about a smal] minority. 
Now it carries far more significance. There are over 
a million Canadians today who are 65 and over, com- 
pared to half that number 20 years ago. By 1970 
there will be more than 1,600,000 in this age group. 
Progressively there will be more non-workers depend- 
ing on fewer working people. Betirement age and 
“Jeisure” will become—are in fact at this moment— 
profound national problems. 

The conclusions of Dr. Henry Himmel and Dr. 
Arnold W. Macphefson are of immense value in giving 
clues to mental and physical health of older people. 
“We bave become fully convinced,” they report, “that 
mental and physical, within the capacity of 
vidual, is a vital necessity . .. All too fre- 
quently older patients are prone to become mentally 
lazy, lack initiative and give up too easily. We be- 
come aware of a defeatist attitude among the nurses 
and doctors that seemed to say, “What can you do 
with crocks like that?’ ” 

Many oldsters have attributed their lengthy span 
to “hard work.” What they meant undoubtedly was 
a continued interest in their oceupation and in life. 
The lazy, the bored and the selfish pay their special 
penalty, They are old “before they are young, and 
neyer really know what it is to live. When guidance 
can rescue those who are about to yield to indifference, 
it is a truly fine achievement.—Hamilton Spectator

Onkwood (PNS) — A graduate of 
the L. C_ I. and the Ross Memorial 
Hospital, Mrs. Gordon Hardy, the 
former Bernice Emmerson, lost her 
life in a tragic accident near Pet- 
erborough.

$700,000 Increase 
@\pproved By County

The Victoria County Council has 
confirmed an increase of $700,000 
in the equalized assessment of 
Lindsay for the coming year. Along 
with an additional $264,616 in new 
aSstssment-adtied in the town, this 
will mean a total increase of nearly 
one million dollars for 1953 or one 
mill on the tax rate. 

After a whole day’s debating in 
the county committee on Tuesday 
only one decrease was granted from 
the revised scale aS submitted by 
#he committee on Monday evening. 

ee was left with no 
change other than an increase by 
virtue of new assessment totalling 
$4,000. A proposed Increased assess- 
ment of $4,000 was dropped. 

Reeve Richard Butler and Dep- 
uty-reeve A. BE. Hick, representing 
Lindsay on the council, both asked 
the members to lower the proposed 
{ncrease. An original figure of $1,- 

“ 900,000 was dropped to $700,000 but 
further decreases were not grant- 
ed. The two Lindsay representativ- 
es pointed oyt that Lindsay’s equa- 
lized assessment had been raised 
from $4,314,470 in 1946 to $6,241,- 
402, this year: an increase of 445 
per cent. They both warned that 
there had been talk in the town 
of seceding from the county but 
their arguments failed to convince 
the County Council that Lindsay 
should be lowered still more. The 
new assessment will mean about a 
one mill inerease in Lindsay since 
Lindsay’s loca] assessment is high- 
er than the equalized assessment. 
Had the local assessment been low- 
er, the increase would have meant 
a greater mill increase,

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Whittled Out 

Violin Shapes 
From Shingles 
In Boyhood 


“Every man has something with- 
in himself that has te come out.”--- 
That is the way G. H. Wilkinson of 
Four-Mile Lake sums up how he 
came to start making violins while 
earning his living as a station agent 
for the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
Looking back over the years --- 
he’s seen more than 70 of them 
come and go--Mr. Wilkinson recall- 
ed in an interview with the Post 
last week that he had an undevelop- 
ed desire to make a musical 
instrument even aS a boy. “When 
I was going to schoo! if I happened 
to pass a building under construc- 
tion and there was 2 shingle lying 
about, I used to pick it up and carve 
out the shape of a violin,” he 
reminisced. 

However, almost quarter cf a 
century of his life was to be passed 
before Mr. Wilkinsen’ seriously set 
about to make a violin --a violin 
that would play. It wss while he was 
stationed at Mountain Grove as 
relieving station master at the age 
of 24 that he took the plunge that 
Jed bith” into -a lifetime “hobby =~ 
violin making. Securing a stick of 
maple he set to work to make his 
first instrument which, handicap- 
ped though he was by lack of proper 
tools, turned out successful. Ta his 
own words “It was a playable in- 
strument.” 

As a result of this successful ven- 
ture, Mr. Wilkinson has been 
making violins ever since and for 
the past seven years has been mak- 
ing them at Four-Mile Lake --3 
beautiful wooded retreat about 3 1-2 
miles from Coboconk on the Burnt 
River Road. He estimates that 
altogether he has produced 186 
violins, not to mention a number 
of experimental instruments. 

Asked what he would have to get 
for an mstrument if he were mak- 
ing them for a living. Mr. Wilkin- 
son said he would have to get $150 
for a violin under those citcum- 
stances but as it is he is satisfied if 
he gets $100. “However,” he 
observed, “there are some I wouldn't 
take a $100 for --they may have 
a flaw in them and these T would 
sell for less.” ’ 

At this point he called to mind a 
quotation from. Shakespearo* 
“Things won are done, Joy’s, soul 
lies in the doing.” He went on to 
explain’ that he was more interested 
in‘getting one of his violins into the 
hands of a player who would prize 
and use it than he was in simply 
selling instruments. Although he 
has made a good many violins Mr. 
Wilkinson confesses he has never 
made one to which he becam> so 
attached that it was hard to part’ 
with it, but he says he gets genuine 
pleasure from the work and the 
finished product glves him a sense 
of complete satisfaction. 

Wood for making violins is getting 
scarce, this craftsman declares. The 
best woods for this purpose, he 
believes, are curly maple for the 
back, ribs, head ard neck and 
spruce for the “bellies”. Other woods 
with good tonal qualities can be 
used and he has experimented with 
some 3f them. He once imported 
some African mahogany and Cali- 
fornia redwood for an experiment 
and, contrary to everybody's ex- 
pectations who knew anything abous 
the craft the finished violins play- 
ed well, 

Most people would probably as- 
sume that when a Man can make a 
violin ne would naturally make the 
bow to go with it but such is not 
the case with Mr. Wilkinson. He has 
found through experience that he 
can buy bows from Germany cheap- 
er than he can make them. On one 
occasion he imported some pernam- 
buco wood from South America f, 
bow-making and had it cut to order. 
At the outset he thought he had 
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of his finished products. 
century and estimates that even 


he has turned out 186 instrumen| 


bows but when the knotty and 
worm-eaten sections were eliminat- 
ed he wound up with barely enough 
to make 25. That ended his venture 
in bow-making. *, 

People prominent ir the world of 
music sometimes drop in on Mr. 
Wilkinson to examine his instru- 
ments, chat with him about techni- 
cal problems, and so forth. Just e 
day or so previous to this interview 
Paul Hahn, noted Canadian cellist 
had paid him a visit and looked 
over his workshop. 

Amoag this yeteran craftiman’s 
customers are teachers of the Royal 
Conservatory of Music, Toronto. He 
has sold about 40 violins to one 
teacher for use by pupils at the 
school of music or purchases by 
them. He also sells many to pecple 
in Lindsay, Peterborough, Cobourg 
and district places. 

It takes about three weeks of 
exacting work to produce a viclin 
ready for the bow and it would 
probably take reams of paper to 
record in detail the various pro- 
cesses. It would also require a 
sound basic knowledge of the work. 
However, it might be interesting 
to give a layman’s summary of the 
multiple stages of construction. 

First, of course, the proper wood 
must be maintained. Thus equipped 
the initial step is to cut the heag 
and neck. Next the holes are dritied 
for the pegs, then the neck is car- 
ved out and the peg box cut. Maple 
strips are used to build the ribs 
or sedes, and Mississippi Willow 
for the end and corner blocks. 

All of this requires special tools 
which Mr, Wilkinson has acquirec 
over the years, some of which he 
has designed and either Made or 
had made to order. One of these 
devices is a special bending {ron 
which bends the ribs dry, thus as- 
suring that they will hold theiy 
shape.

The body completed, the neck is 
morticed into it, varnishing, drying 
and finishing carried out, and the 
strings attached. 

Most people in looking at a violiz 
have probably observed the border 
effect of two parelleling thin 
lines near the edge of the Instru- 
ment. This, Mr. Wilkinson ex- 
plains, is called “purfling”, or 
“Inlay”, This is a delicate operation 
and requires infinite patience. 
Grooves must be cut a required 
depth, the purfling inserted and 
finished --- all for show. This 
decoration has no effect on the tone 
of the instrument but this is not 
true of he sound holes whien are 
also of aristic design. These, he 
explains, are very important in the 
production of tone.

STEPS IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION 
Lindsay people who have occasion to pass Victoria 


Park during the course of the day’s travels probably , 


have noted with interest the increasing use being made 
of the park by tourists and others. This increased 
patronage is particularly noticeable during the lunch 
and supper or dinner periods. The accommodation 
provided by the town's Parks Board for picnic pur- 
poses is daily becoming more popular with transient 
diners. 

The Parks Board has made a commendable effort 
in the direction of improving the town’s parks and 
adding to their facilities for purposes such as outlined 
above. This consideration for the welfare of the travel- 
ing public is obviously filling a need which has long 
been neglected by Lindsay, a town which has always 
made an effort to rate itself as a tourist centre or 
dispersement point: While there are recognized limits 
to services such as this, they have not been reached 
in this town and the furtherance of such accommoda- 
tion as Victoria Park affords is to be encouraged. 


The development along the Scugog River between 
Wellington and Lindsay Streets offers wonderful op- 
portunities for improvement as a tourist refreshment 
point. The motor entrance to this park-site is some- 
what of a drawback but there is no doubt but that it 
could be greatly improved upon.

He recites how the Hansard 
family published the Commons debates from 1803 to 
1891, how H. M Stationery Office took over the job 
officially in 1909, and, lastly and surprisingly, how the 
House in 1943 by unanimous vote accepted a recom- 
mendation to restore the historic name to the daily 
record. 

Hyven more surprisingly, Mr. Nicolson tells how 
some of the Dominions, none of which ever knew a 
Hansard, always use the name. Here in Canada, the 
record is known as the “House of Commons Debates— 
Official Record.” But nobody ever calls it anything 
but Hansard, nor ever will. 

“Surely,” writes Mr. Nicolson, “this is an excellent 
illustration of our affection, in spite of the social reyo- 
lution that we have undergone, for ancient nomen- 
clature and sentimental associations!”

In Reviews of Gastroenterology

the ailment is slow in appearing, 
the individual has likely been eat- 
ing the foods causing it for a long 
time and it is, therefore, a “chron- 
ic” ailment.

Red Cross 
Rejects 
Germ Charge 


Toronto July 30 --(BUP)--The 
18th International Red Cross Con~ 
ference today rejected by a vote of 
60 to 13 North Korean and Com- 
munist Chinese charges that the 
United States forces were engaging 
in germ warfare in Korea. 

Su Ching Kuan, Chinese Commu- 
nist delegate proposed a resolution 
calling on all National Red Oross 
Societies to mobilize world opinion 
“so that the sanctity of the (Gen-. 
eva) conventions may be upheld.” 

Su charged that prisoners of war 
in United Nations camps in Pusan 
and on Koje Island had been cruelly 
treated and’ massacred, Dr. Irene 
Domanska, Poland, raised the germ 
warfare issued and said prisoners in 
United Nations hands had been 
subjected to “unprecedented tor- 
ture.” 

Dr. Domanska said she had her- 
self seen in Korea “colonies of in- 
sects under the snow.” 

“Why,” she asked, “are bacterio- 
logical weapons produced in Am- 
erica if there is no intention of 
using them?” - 

Chairman Andre Francois-Poncet 
put a motion of closure on the de- 
bate and said the conference “can- 
not spend hours listening to attacks 
--unilateral attacks --from the 
governments who have not wished 
to submit evidence to an inquiry 
commission.” 

The closure motion was passed 
with only Communist Satellite and 
Red delegates in opposition. Fran- 
cois-Poncet said votes on the main 
resolutions would be taken at the 
afternoon sitting.

Disputing the 
opinion of Toronto Township offi- 
cials that Lakeview could not make 
good on its own, Vignale says that's 
what was said abovt Long Branch. 
He adds that Long Branch is now 
doing ail right on its own. 

Meanwhile, the Municipal Affairs 
Minister says the banks have ad- 
vanced Toronto Township about 
one million 600-thousand dollars in 
the past three years and that these 
loans have to be repaid. Conse- 
quently higher taxes next year ap- 
pear inevitable. 

Dunbar says many Toronto people

PITCHING: 
THE BASIC GRIP 


ah Ball should be gripped 
olong or across the seams. A 
short-fingered hand should grip 
ball across the seams at the 
narrowest point; long-fingered 
hand holds boll across seams of 
widest point. Grip across the 
seams gives better control. 


2 Grip always should be firm, 
but never tight. Tips of index 
and second finger and joint of 
thumb should be your pressure 
points, Wrist action and way of 
releasing ball on pitch will give 
control to standard throws. 


3 Gripping ball along the 
seams usually makes it harder 
to control. The raised stitches, 
when held across, help give 
‘spin’ to the ball as the seams 
rotate towards the batter for 
more air resistonce and rise. 
Sidearm and underarm pitchers 
use grip along the seam for 
fast ‘sinkets.’

Paul Ruegger, President of 
the International Committee, 
immediately defended his group 
against the Russian attack. He 
said the International Commit- 
tee was prevented from operat- 
ing behind the iron curtain by 
Communist governments. 
Ruegger said ‘the report will 
show everything we have been able 
to do in South Korea and what we 


in North Korea, 

He added “in the future, as In 
the past, the International Com- 
mittee will work with all its pow- 
ers to provide relief and support. 
for those who have no other def- 
ense.”” 

Frederick Siordet, a member 
of the International Commit- 
tee, sald that a draft revision 
of the Red Cross by-laws — 
prepared by Russia — meant 
the suppression of the Interna- 
tional body. 

He said “if we are attacked as 
now without proof, and if suppres- 
sion of the committee is asked be- 
cause of what we have not been 
able to do, we must put the respon- 
sibility for this on the governments 
which prevented the International 
Committee from going into their 
concentration camps.” 

He added “only the governments 
who did this will be able to tell you 
why. The very governments which 
reproach the committee are those 
which prevented us from penetrat- 
ing their doors. The Soviet delega-

ASKED 


Victoria County Council has re- 
commended an increase in the 
equalized assessment of the town 
of Lindsay amounting to $700,000. 
At press-time the council had en- 
tered a discussion before any in- 
creases were ratified but a night 
session of the committee on Mon- 
day favoured such an increase. 

The equalization committee of 
the county council, a seven-man 
body led by Warden Ray Webster, 
of Mariposa, earlier this summer 
made an inspection of all munici- 
palities within the county with a 
view to bringing about a more 
equalized assessment fer the 
county for 1953. The recommenda- 
tions of the committee were heard 
on Monday afternoon. They were: 
Bexley, increased by $5,000; Card- 
en, increased by $5,000; Dalton, no 
change; Eldon, no change; Emily, 
no change; Fenelon Township, in- 
creased $175,000; Laxton, Digby and 
Longford, increased $40,000; Mari- 
posa, increased $40,000; Ops, in- 
creased, $30,000; Somerville, in- 
creased $50,000; Verulam, increased 
$21,000; Lindsay increased $1,000,- 
000: Bobcaygeon, increased $55,000; 
Fenelon Falls, increased $10,000; 
Omemee, no change; Sturgeon 
Point, increased $4,000; Woodville, 
no change. 

The members of the committee 
which has reviewed the assessments 
of the various municipalities ex- 
plained to the members of the 
council how they had arrived at 
these increases or why they had 
not raised some of the equalized 
assessments. In the case of Lind- 
say, the committee stressed that 
the equalized assessment of the 
town -by the county had been set 
at a figure 37 per cent lower than 
the local assessment. Warden Web- 
ster, also a member of the commit- 
tee, stated that he had not approv- 
ed of a jump of $1,000,000 in one 
year and later offered a figure of 
$500,000. 

The council adjourned to the 
home of Deputy-reeve A. E. Hick, 
of Lindsay, where Mr. and “Mrs. 
Hick were hosts at tea. Later they 
reconvened and reviewed the fig- 
ures again. Following this session 
the increase for Fenelon Township 
‘was cut by $25,000 to $150,000; the 
increase for Laxton, etc. was cut 
to $30,000; the increase for Som- 
erville was cut to $40,000; the in- 
crease for Lindsay was cut to $700,- 
000; and the increase for Bobcay- 
geon was cut to $40,000. This re- 
yised schedule was then approved 
by the members present. 

Council met again this morning 
and the whole subject was opened 
again for discussion. Lindsay's rep- 
resentatives and Mr. Hopkins, rep- 
resenting Sturgeon Point, objected 
strenuously to thelr treatment. 

Mr. Hopkins claimed that he 
would no longer ask for a reduction 
in the $4,000 increase but he did 
object to the equalization commit- 
tee adding an addition $4,000 that 
had been raised in the past year 
in the revision of the local assess- 
ment. He claimed that this addi- 
tional $4,000 in the local assessment 
did not include any new assess- 
ment. 

Deputy-reeve Hick, speaking for 
Lindsay pointed out that Lindsay's 
equalized assessment had increased | 
by nearly 35 per cent in the past 
few years but the population of the 
town had only increased by 1,000 
persons. To saddle the town with 
an additional $700,000 this year 
would be too great a load for the) 
taxpayers to meet this year, he 
sald,

LONG TRAIN DELAYS EXPLAINED 

Many people who ride on trains are puzzled by 
the schedules and time tables set up for the snorting 
iron horses. There seems to be little rhyme or reason 
to travel at high speeds and then stop for 20 minutes 
or more, consequently arriving minutes behind the 
announced time. 

A recent leaflet issued by the Canadian National 
Railways and entitled “What Are We Waiting For?” 
answers this problem fairly satisfactorily. 

Trains, like other mechanical] devices require ser- 
vicing at regular intervals and periodic checks along 
the route to help to ensure the comfort and safety 
of passengers, 
the wheels with a hammer. This man is known as a 
“car knocker” and his job is to discover any cracked 
wheels. Then journal boxes must be inspected for 
signs of over-heating and oil applied where necessary. 

In the summer, the train is visited by an ice man 
who renews the supplies of ice for air conditioning 
systems and for dining cars. In addition, brake sys- 
tems are tested and car connections are inspected. The 
engineer must make a routine check of his locomotive 
and he may have to take on coal and water. The 
conductor too ,is busy, and must register the train 
and pick up orders. 

While the railway explanation for these long 
stops is a good one, many passengers will still become 
impatient with what seems to them to be unnecessarily 
long delays.—Orillia Packet and Times 


SPEED COSTS MONEY 

BPxcessive speed not only endangers life but it 
also hurts the pocketbook. Reduced speed can cut 
driving costs. At the pocketbook level driving costs go 
up every lime the accelerator goes down. When speed 
is increased from 40 to 65 miles an hour, gasoline 
costs jump almosf 30 per cent. ‘Cost of oil consumed 
goes up almost four times when speed is increased 
from 40 to 65 miles an hour. At the same time, the 
cost of wear and tear on tires is two-and-one-half 
times greater at the higher speed. The increased 
seriousness of accidents at higher speeds is indi- 
cated by the records for 1951, In Ontario cities the 
“fatal rate” (fatal accidents per 100 accidents of all 
types reported) was 0.7. On the Queen’s Highways, 
the corresponding rate was 2.4, or more than three 
times as high.—Niagara Talls Review

| About Birds 
Wood Warblers 


June, with its delightful days, 
was enhanced with the trill of the 
little Wood Warbler called the 
Maryland Yellowthroat. All Warb- 
lers in fact are the delight of the 
amateur bird observer, 
Wood Warblers constitute a very 
Jarge family peculiar to the Am- 
ericas. In fact they divide the hon- 
ours in point of numbers with the 
Sparrows. They are so small that 
few, but the enthusiast ever see 
them, but so numerous and bril- 
liantly coloured, that their discovery 
opens up a new world of interest to 
the novice. The sexes are usually 
dissimilar and there ts cnosiderable 
seasonal change in plummage. This, 
multiplied by the large numbers of 
species, makes the task of identi- 
fying al) of them seem almost 
hopeless to the beginner. It is not, 
however, as difficult as it seems at 
first. 


There are few plumages besides 
those of the spring males that have 
to be learned individually, When the 
males of the common species are 
known, with their strongly charac- 


"| terized forms, most of the females 


can be readily recognized as they 
usually carry a subdued reflection 
of their mate’s colour pattern. In 
the autumn most juveniles resemble 
the females closely enough to make 
recognition easy. The Canadian 
Warblers represent 12 genera, seven 
of which are represented by a single 
species only.

Roland of the Nova Scotia Agricul- 
tural College came after the pois- 
oning of livestock by 2-4D in New 
York State. The use of the chemi- 
eal compound on fast growing 
grasses and weeds caused an in- 
crease in the nitrate content of the 
plants. . .the increase was great 
enough to cause nitrate poisoning. 

The peak of nitrate accumulation 
comes on the second and third day 
after treatment. . . but the treated 
area should ,remain unpasured for 
a week.

A galvanized steel roof needs only 
a paint job to prolong its life. 

The correct time to paint {s when 
the zinc coating has worn through 
and rusting has just begun. All rust 
particles should be loosened before 
painting. Two coat applications give 
more than double the protection of 
a single coat and the best paint for 
galvanized steel contains metaillic 
zine dust and an oil base vehicle, 

If a new roof is being painted for 
the sake of the color scheme, it is 
advisable to let it weather for six 
months. This improvés the bond- 
ing between the paint film and the 
metal sheet.

Of Korean Farm Methods, 


impressions Of The Land 


Yelverton (PNS) A Yelverton man 
has recently returned from the war 
in Korea following nearly two years 
Service in the Canadian armed 
forces. He is Lance-Corporal Stan- 
ley McCabe, of the Royal Canadian 
Regiment. 

Lance-Corp, McCabe joined the 
special Canadian Brigade for service 
in Korea in August of 1950 in 
Toronto, He trained in Petawawa 
and later took a six month advanced 
training course at Fort Lewis, Wash. 
Rifle practice and obstacle courses 
were daily fare at Fort Lewis, and 
during his stay there, his battalion, 
the Second Battalion R.C.R., was 
reviewed by Lord Alexander, ther 
Governor-General of Canada. 
the completion of his training, there, 
he was taken aboard a troopship 
for Korea. Daily exercises were con- 
tinued aboard ship to shorten the 
12-day trip. At Pusan, the troops 
spent an additional two weeks in 
intensive training and later ad- 
vanced to the front lines. 

On his return to this continent, 
say Lance-Corporal McCabe, a royal 
welcome was waiting at Seattle, the 
port of return. Bands played, flow- 
ers were tossed to the men and 
crowds lined the way bearing signs 


of welcome. A steak dinner was 
provided, a welcome break from 
army rations. He is reluctant to 


recall any of the experiences he 
had in action but did relate some- 
thing of life in Korea

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Doctor Says Hospitals Must Learn 
To Develop a Home-like Spirit 


9: 
A doctor what has been a hospital 


patient 18 times says hospitals have 
made great medical advancements 
but now they must learn to develop 
a homelike spirit. 

Doctor Miller, Senior Associate 
Physician of the Peter Brant Brig- 
ham Hospital in Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, says doctors suffer the 
same hospital annoyances and com- 
plain just as bitterly. 

Here are a few of his comments. 

“The call-bell and loud speaker 
system sre a torture to anyone sen~ 
sitive to noise. The rubber sheet -- 
so rarely necessary, . is a cruel 
torment especially in hot weather. 

“Hospital meals are served at 
hours that few patients are ac- 
customed to. . lunch at 11.30. . . 
dinner at 4.30 or 5, That means a 
Jong time until breakfast with 
only a glass of milk served In the 
evening 

What can be done about these 
annoyances. Doctor Miller says hos- 
pitals should eliminate unnecessary 
early morning temperatures, un- 
appetizing food and distressing 
noise which can retard a patient's 
recovery. 

He says that one hospital has 
softly diffused lighting that doesn’t 
interfere with sleep yet makes fiud- 
ing slippers and the door an easy 
matter. If the patient needs help, 
he need not push a bell and wai. 
helplessly until a nurse arrives. The 
patient may speak directly into an 
intercommunication system lke 
those used in business offices. If 
it’s an cmergency, the nurse is there 
immediately.

‘Toronto July 25 (BUP)- A well- 
known former dentist and athlete, 
Dr. Edwin A, Peaker, died yester- 
day in Toronto at the age of 82.
